Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see Appeal Brief, filed 9/2/09, with respect to the rejection 
of claims 1-14 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 
1-14 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach or fairly suggest a controller that stops the operation of an 
antifreeze mechanism for a predetermined time after the operation of the fuel cell power 
plant has been stopped and determines a freezing probability of water after the 
operation of the fuel cell power plant has stopped. The closest prior art is to Bonville 
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Art Unit: 1795 

which teaches an antifreeze mechanism and the operation of the antifreeze mechanism 
before start up of the fuel cell power plant, however Bonville does not teach operating 
the antifreeze mechanism according to the instant independent claims after the fuel cell 
power plant has been stopped and there is no motivation for a skilled artisan to modify 
the prior art to make and use the fuel cell power plant as outlined in the instant claims.
